“7.—The presidential claims of de- 
mocracy’s favorite sons were present- 
ed to the party's national convention 
tonight amid roars of enthusiasm. 

To start things off, the dry state 
delegations staged a noisy parade for 
Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, who was placed in nomination by 
Representative Charles R. Crisp, of 
that state. Then the convention sent 
up a tremendous cheer when the name 
ef Alfred FE. Smith was mentioned by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who present- 
ed the “governor of New York” for 
the consideration of the convention. 
‘The first cheer for Smith was cut 
short by the chairman. 

Mr. Crisp spoke for more than half 
an hour for his fellow Georgian and 
a parade with many southern banners 
paraded again and again about the 
hall for him. Roosevelt, who follow- 
ed, mentioned the “governor of New 
York” in his first few words, but 
there appeared to be no inclination on 
the part of the Smith men to start 


any demonstratjon prematurely,  al- 
though it was Andicated from the be- 
ginning that 


he enthusiasm for fhe 
New Yorker Would be in evidence at 


the proper time. 

Mr. Crisp pleaded for the support 
of other southern states for Senator 
George, reminding Alabama that when 
she had a favorite son, Georgia had 
stood by him. He referred to the can- 
didacy of Oscar W. Underwood four 


years ago. 

The Georgian got his first real ap- 
plause when he said there had been 
but two “moral questions: before the 
country since its inception—slavery 
and prohibition. 


“Prohibition is a moral issue,” he | 
said, “and the democratic party must 
not compromise on that question. Lhe 
gentleman I am going to nominate is 
in favor of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act and will not com- 
promise that great moral question. It 
is better to be true to your ideals than

Parade For Georgian. 

When the nominating speech was 
concluded, the Georgia delegation stood 
and with a big picture of their candi- 
date attached to their state standard, 
«tarted a parade round the hall. The

into line. i ; 

Members of the three delegations ali 
had been equipped with small Ameri- 
can flags and some of the Georgians 
also lugged along a 30-foot banner 
supported high above their heads on 
two wooden standards, reading “The 
constitution, it must be preserved,” 
perhaps the most famous words of 
Andrew Jackson. The alternate 
standards of the three states, as well 
as those in their delegate spaces, were 
out into the parade and as it progress- 
ed, it was joined also by the standards 
of Nebraska and North and South 
Carolina, carried by anti-Smith dele- 
gates from those states. 

The band played a quick-step made 
up of a variation of southern tunes 
as the parade wound round and round 
the hall. The convention officiais 

made no effort to stop the noise.

next November. It came as Franklin

of the democracy eight years ago, and 
shot in high, ringing voice that one 
name for which the convention had 
been waitiag, into the ears of the 
multitude.

FIRST AID OF SPRAINED 
ANKLE. + - 


. 

The practice of subjecting injuries 
to X-ray examination, which is be- 
coming almost universal, has taught 
us that many injuries which we for- 
merly called sprains are in reality 
fractures of bone. I find that the laity 
has a vague idea that fracture is dif- 
ferent from break and break is differ- 
ent from crack, but to a doctor it is 
Then, too, the 
laity is confused bout the meaning 
somewhat. archaic medical 
“compound” fracture or break. 
Naturally this suggests that there are 
But really it means 
that there is a wound of the skin or 
mucous surface through which germs 
(infection) may reach the site of the 
break or fracture of bone, and such 
a condition or complication makes the 
injury more grave. To the lay mind 
a “cracked” rib or other bone means 
that the break doesn’t completely di- 


| vide the bone into fragments but is 


only a fissure extending part of the 
way across the bone. When _ ribs 
are fractured they are broken, not 
There is a peculiar frae- 
“green stick fracture” 
sometimes seen in young persons— 
the bone is bent but not divided into 
fragments. 

ln most severe sprains of the ankle 
probably spicules of bones are broken 
off from the condyles or knobs of the 
ankle bone. What of it? It makes 
little difference with the treatment, 


as a rule. But if it happens to be 
quite a chip of bone the treatment 
necessary for satisfactory functional 
results will be different, and so it 
is a good policy to subject every bad 
sprain to X-ray examination as soon 
as this may be convenient. 


Whether the victim can or does 
rove his feot or stand on it or walk 
on it, is no criterion. He may do 
these things with a broken bone; he 
may be unable to do them with a 
simple sprain. 

A sprain is, of course, a stretching 
and more or less tearing or rupture 
of tendons, ligaments aud other tis- 
sues about a joint, from violence. 

Slight sprain is best remedied by 
firmly bandgaging the ankle with 
bandage, adhesive plaster, or a tightly 
laced high shoe, and continuing to 
walk on it. 

More severe sprain is better treated 
by plunging the foot into hot water as 
hot as can be borne and keeping it 
ian hot water for an hour or two, 
then a dressing such as would be ap- 
plied for broken ankle. Subsequent 
treatment depends on the degree of 
swelling that follows the injury. If 
the swelling is not very great gentle 
massage should be started the next 
day, and applied two or three times 
daily with gradually. increasing vigor. 
There is an old theory that alternat- 
ing hot and cold applications (for a 
few seconds or a fraction of a min- 
ute each) hasten the absorption and 
removal of the fluid or the extra- 
vasatted blood after such injuries, 
but skilled massage is probably a 
great deal more effective. 

In some cases an ankle. once 
sprained remains weakened for a 
long time and therefore is more like- 
ly to be sprained again. This might 
require the wearing of an _ elastic 
The use 
or of liniment in the first 
aid relief of sprained ankle is a ques- 
tion for the patient to answer.

In sprains that 
cause prolonged disability diathermy

It is hard to 
understand how congress could be so 
blind to the vast benefits of the cauli- 
flower industry, but congressmen get 
that way or maybe they are born that 
way, 

I gather. from some of the leading 
financiers who frequent the lobby of 
Madison Square Garden that the out- 
look is becoming very. dark, indeed, 
and that if things continne as tliey 
are a number o: the boys will have 
ta get themselves jobs. Such a con- 
tingency arose some years back when 
Governor Whitman scrapped the en- 
tire cauliflower industry of New York 
state because it appeared that tie 
boys were committing a little neces 
sary larceny. This ruthless act en- 
tailed much suffering among prize- 
fighters, managers and promoters. 

In this emergency James J. Waik- 
er, then democratic leader of the New 
York assembly, who was touched to 
the heart at the thought of the boys 
having to go to work, evolved the 
celebrated Walker boxing law, which 
rehabilitated the industry. It came 
at a most opportune time, for just as 
it was passed Mr. James J. Johnston 
actually admitted thinking of going 
to work, while Mr. Leo Phelonious 
Flynn, who up to that time never 
carried anything but cauliflower sam- 
ples in his carpet bags, actually had 
them packed with other goods and was 
ready to take to the road. 

It is difficult to trace the causes 
for the decline in such an industry. 
The theory of its falling off during 
the Whitman administration was that 
there were too many indifferent figits 
and too many weird decisions. Alsa4 
some of the carping critics of the ‘pe- 
riod constantly hinted that there was 
more than the normal amount of lar- 
ceny being practiced. 

Somehow it appears that the same 
conditions are cropping out at the 
current writing. There have been very 
many indifferent bouts and there have 
been some weird decisions. As for 
the recurrence of larceny, that is hard 
to say.

New York, June 27.—(#)—Another 
advance was followed by reactions in 
the cotton market today, but after sell- 
ing off from 22.53 to 22.10 for Oc- 
tober, prices rallied, October closing at 
22.54, compared with 22.22 at the 
close the previous day. The general 
market closed very steady at net ad- 
vances of 9 to 16 points. 


The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 13 to 21 points on a further 
broadening of trade and commission 
house demand stimulated by reports of 
further showers in the south and bull- 
ish private crop advices. Early cables 
from Liverpool did not fully meet yes- 
terday’s local advance, but prices there 
firmed up later, while houses with 
both Liverpool and continental con- 
nections were credited with buying 
here. 

July soon sold up to 22.30, while 
December advanced to 22.36, new high 
ground for the movement. New high 
records for the season were scored by 
new crop months, with net advances 
of 29 to 35 points. Realizing evident- 
ly was attracted and selling became 
more active after publication of the 
weekly report of the weather bureau. 
This evidently read less unfavorably 
than anticipated by recent buyers and 
probably led to some selling for a re- 
action as well as profit taking. Prices 
eased, and for a time the market was 
under pressure, July selling off to 
21.88, and December to 21.95 or 9 to 
12 points net lower, and about 40 to 
45 points from fhe best. 

The volume tapered off decidediy, 
however, avd as contracts seemed to 
be growing comparatively scarce, 
prices stiffened up sharply in the last 
half hour, the close showing recover- 
les of 20 to 25 points from the lowest 
pn most positions.

COTTON DECLINES 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New perenne, June 
Heavy lohg liquidation induced by a 
bearish weekly weather and crop re- 
port was responsible for a decline of 
over $2 a bale in cotton prices today 
after the market had advanced in 
early trading to levels practically 
$1.50 a bale over the previous close. 
Shorts covering, however, in the 
final trading forced prices up 19 to 
21 points from the lows and the mar- 
ket closed steady at a net advance of 
5 to 9 points. 

The opening was very steady de- 
spite only moderately favorable Liver- 
pool cables, first trades showing 
gains of 8 to 27 points. The initial 
firmness was attributed to the rather 
general rains reported in the belt over 
night. When the weather map con- 
firmed these early reports prices ad- 
vaneed to 22.35 for July, 22.00 for 
October and 22.02 for December, or 
23 to 31 points above the previous 
close. 

The weekly weather and crop sum- 
mary when issued proved more fa- 
vorable than looked for but did not 
agree with private reports of recent 
weather and crop conditions over the 
belt. | 

Heavy long liquidation developed 
and the market eased off steadily dur- 
ing the remainder of the morning ses- 
sion and into the early afternoon, At 
the lowest July contracts touched 
21.99, Otctober 21.61 and December 
21.56, or 36 to 46 points below the 
early highs and 10 to 15 points under 
the previous close.
